To amend titles XVIII, XIX, and XXI of the Social Security

Act to make corrections and refinements in the medicare,

medicaid, and SCHIP programs, as revised and added

by the Balanced Budget Act of 1997.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,2

under paragraph (1) of section 1888(e) of the Social11

tober 1, 2001, the Secretary of Health and Human14

Services (in this section referred to as the ‘‘Sec-15

retary’’) shall increase by 25 percent the adjusted16

tion shall be construed as permitting the Secretary of4

Health and Human Services to include the amount of the5

increase in the payment under subsection (a) or the6

amount of the add-on under subsection (b) in updating7

the Federal per diem rate under section 1888(e)(4) of the8

Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 1395yy(e)(4)).9

(b) REPORT.—Not later than 1 year after the date15

of enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Health and16

(b) REPORT.—Not later than 1 year after the date16

of enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Health and17

Human Services shall submit a report to Congress on the18

study conducted under subsection (a), together with any19

recommendations for legislation that the Secretary deter-20

mines to be appropriate as a result of such study.21

United States shall submit a report to Congress on the5

study conducted under subsection (a), together with any6

recommendations for legislation that the Comptroller Gen-7

eral determines to be appropriate as a result of such8

study.9

U.S.C. 1395 et seq.). In conducting such study, the Sec-21

retary should take into consideration the unique cir-22

cumstances affecting psychiatric hospitals that are located23

in rural areas (as defined in section 1886(d)(2)(D) of such24

Act (42 U.S.C. 1395ww(d)(2)(D))).25
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(b) REPORT.—Not later than 2 years after the date1

of enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Health and2

Human Services shall submit a report to Congress on the3

study conducted under subsection (a), together with any4

recommendations for legislation that the Secretary deter-5

mines to be appropriate as a result of such study.6

SEC. 142. REVISION OF PROSPECTIVE PAYMENT SYSTEM7

FOR INPATIENT REHABILITATION SERVICES.8

(a) PAYMENT UNIT.—Section 1886(j)(1)(D) of the9

Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 1395ww(j)(1)(D)) is10

amended to read as follows:11

‘‘(D) For purposes of this subsection, the12

term ‘payment unit’ means a discharge.’’.13

(b) PATIENT CASE MIX GROUPS.—Section14

1886(j)(2)(A)(i) of the Social Security Act (42 U.S.C.15

(c) STUDY AND REPORT.—3

(1) STUDY.—The Secretary of Health and4

Human Services shall conduct a study on the impact5

that the prospective payment system for inpatient6

rehabilitation services under section 1886(j) of the7

Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 1395ww(j)) has on8

utilization of services, beneficiary access to services,9

non-therapy ancillary services, and other factors that10

the Secretary determines are appropriate.11

(2) REPORT.—Not later than 2 years after im-12

plementation of the prospective payment system de-13

scribed in paragraph (1), the Secretary of Health14

and Human Services shall submit a report to the ap-15

propriate committees of Congress on the study con-16

ducted under such paragraph, together with any rec-17

ommendations for legislation regarding adjustments18

to the payment amounts under such system that the19

Secretary determines are appropriate as a result of20

such study.21

rity Act (42 U.S.C. 1395ww(d)(5)(C)(ii)) for classification3

as a rural referral center.4

SEC. 144. RECLASSIFICATION OF CERTAIN COUNTIES FOR5

MEDICARE PROGRAM.7

(a) IN GENERAL.—For purposes of receiving reim-8

bursement under the medicare program under title XVIII9

of the Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 1395 et seq.)—10

(1) Iredell County, North Carolina is deemed to11

be located in the Charlotte-Gastonia-Rock Hill-N.C.-12

S.C. Metropolitan Statistical Area; and13

(2) the large urban area of New York, New14

York is deemed to include Orange County, New15

York.16

(b) EFFECTIVE DATE.—This section shall apply with17

respect to discharges occurring on or after October 1,18

1999.19
